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This application has been transferred to Primary Examiner David M. Brunsman. 
Upon review of the application file, the outstanding rejections are withdrawn without 
prejudice and prosecution of the elected claims has been restarted. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7 and 
12-16 are pending and currently under consideration. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 12-16 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct 
species comprising coating compositions having each of the particular binders, first and 
second pigments recited in claim 1. The instant claims as written would impose an undue 
burden on the office and the required search would include hundreds of subclasses across 
numerous classes in the US patent classification system. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. For purposes of initial examination applicant is 
required to elect a single distinct material or compound for each of the binder, first pigment 
and second pigment. For example, applicant could elect the coating composition comprising 
a binder of cyclized rubber lacquer, a first pigment comprising the combination of iron oxide 
red and ultramarine blue and a second pigment comprising zinc flakes. 

Upon election the scope of search and consideration will be expanded to be 
commensurate with that required for the elected species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other 
invention. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37
